from a "common."

consists of long narrow strips, perhaps 
not more than ten yards wide and run- 
ning parallel with one another.

are the exact rules of cultivation that 
obtain in Kent today we do not know, 
but of old it was usual to have a regu- 
lar rotation, such as wheat one year, 
barley or oats the second and fallow 
the third. 
When the crops were har- 
vested, each member of the community 
getting his or her share, ail could put 
in their cattle, which roamed over the
